Cherries, 
Pears, 
Plums and 
Strawberries— No 
Peaches Except in One 
or Two Localities. 


Reports from 
special 
correspond­ 
ents from every county of the state 
to the board of horticulture show 
that throughout the state the pros­ 
pects at this time are good for large 
crops 
of 
apples, 
cherries, 
pears, 
plums and strawberries. 
Grapes and bush fruits haze been 
injured somewhat by the severe win­ 
ter and do not promise well. Peaches 
are an entire failure throughout the 
state except in one or two small re­ 
gions, and these show only a partial 
c ro *. 
At the time of receiving reports, 
fruits were cither Sn bloom or set­ 
ting the buds, so that much still de­ 
pends upon how well the fruit sets. 
In detail, conditions average auout as 
follows in Central Missouri: 
Apples are reported at an average 
of bb per cent; cherries, pears and 
plums, at 9b, 95 and 98 per cent, re­ 
spectively. 
(iiapes are placed at 80 
lier cent. 
Blackberries and rasplier- 
ries appear to have been more seri­ 
ously injured here than in the more 
northern part of the state, btackber- 
ries being placed at 25 per cent and 
raspberries at 40 per cent. 
Goose­ 
berries average 75 per cent 
while 
currants are SO per cent.

BLIND MAN’S SIGHT RESTORED 


Piece of Cornea From Dead Animal, 
Transplanted, Is Hailed as Tri­ 
umph of Surgery. 


The French Academy of Sciences an­ 
nounces the success of an operation 
on a blind man, 
performed 
seven 
months ago and watched carefully 
ever since. 
A workman had an eye burned by 
quicklime, so that the cornea had be­ 
come opaque. 
It has long been the 
dream of scientists to transplant the 
cornea from animals to man, but so far 
this has been tried without success. 
This transparent cornea is one of 
the most delicate parts of the human 
organism. 
Very soon after death, or 
after the removal of the eye from a 
living person, for that matter, it be­ 
comes opaque and begins to break up. 
But M. Magitot bas found a way to 
preserve its transparency. 
In the case 
in question it had been kept a week 
before a piece of it was fitted into the 
depression made by removing a quar­ 
ter-inch square section of the cornea 
of the blind m an’s eye. 
Now, after seven months’ observa­ 
tion by the surgeon, the eye is pro* 
nouneed well, and he can see with it 
—dimly, it is trMe, but still he sees.

Letter Written In 1903 Will Play Im­ 
portant Part In Sanity Hearing 
— Latest Developments In 
Sensational Case. 


New York, May 6.—Stanfold White \ 
is <»nly third on a list, of five, with 
the word “kill” after each of Die 
first three, written 
l>y 
Harry 
K. 
Thaw in a letter to one of his con­ 
fidential agents iii 
New 
York 
iu 
December, 1903. 
J. C. Brancroft Davis, a member of 
he Knickerbocker Club, and now an 
officer of the Standard 
Trust 
Com­ 
pany, iii this city, was at the head of 
the lisT of those Thaw marked “kill” 
in 1903. 
Frederick Gebbard. who 
died 
on 
September 8, 1910, is second on the 
list. 
Stanford White’s name came third. 
White was the first and, thus far, 
is the only victim of the homicidal 
purpose of Thaw. 
Thaw’s letter has 
the same notation, “kil1,” after the 
names of Davis and Gebhard as after 
chat of White, 
’rile word “kill,” fol- 
owring the names of Davis, Gebhard 
md While is underscored in each in­ 
stance. 
In the same list, but without the 
notation “kill” after them, are the 
names 
of 
Craig 
Wadsworth 
and 
Reginald 
Francklyn. 
W adsworth’s 
name was mentioned in both trials 
.’or the murder of Stanford White. 
The facts disclosed by a letter now 
)ublished are assured of a dominant 
part in the state’s effort to send Thaw 
>ack to Matteawan next month. 
No word has ever been written or 
spoken to the public which connect­ 
'd Bancroft Davis tfor Frederick Geb- 
.ard or Reginal I Franc! lyn w ith the 
Hayer of Stanford White 
on 
June 
25. 1906. 
Tho secret of Thaw’s at- 
itilde to ali but 
White 
has 
been 
closely guarded. 
Disclosure of a deadly purpose by 
Thaw’ toward Davis or Gebhard in 
»vidence at either of his trials, judic­ 
ial officers said yesterday, might well 
have sent him to death at the hands 
if ’.he law*, instead of to a state insti­ 
tution for the criminal insane, from 
which he has never ceased to seek 
release and always with some proba­ 
bility of success. 
No one 
has 
ever 
doubted 
that 
Evelyn Thaw’s astonishing and dram­ 
atic recital on the witness stand ot 
the tale concerning herself and Stan­ 
ford White, which she said she had 
told to Harry Thaw' in Paris in 1903, 
tipped the scales of justice enough to 
save him from the death penalty. 
Thaw’s 
letter, 
written 
several 
months after the date or that alleged 
disclosure lo Thaw in Paris, which 
is now made public for 
the 
first 
time, contradicts the assertion so po­ 
tent in Thaw’s defense that Evelyn 
Nesbitt’s story filled his mind with 
hatred of Stanford White, to the ex­ 
clusion even of his reason. 
It shows that Harry 
Thaw, 
soon 
after that disclosure, 
put 
Stanford 
White not at the top, but at the bot­ 
tom of a list marked "kill” in a let­ 
ter directing a campaign against his 
supposed enemies. 
It throw’s doubt 
upon Evelyn Thaw’s presentation of 
her acquaintance with White. 
This letter was written in Pitts­ 
burg in 1903 to a man who was well 
known to Thaw- s family, and often 
performed or pretended to perform 
extraordinary offices for Thaw. 
The 
recipient of the letter evercised a 
fatherly supervision over the erratic 
young man and never quarreled with

At the mouth near Para the river 
is 138 miles wide, including the is­ 
land of Marajo and the northern and 
southern outlets.

sea while out of sight of land. This 
yellow or old gold colored water unit­ 
ing with the equatorial current trends 
to the north at the rate of six miles 
an hour, and entering the Caribbean 
sea forms what is recognized as the 
Gulf stream.
